INTRODUCTION

’ve been so honored as to be asked to write numerous introductions for a variety 


of books over the years for renowned and varied artists in my field such as Burne 


Hogarth, Jose Gonzales and Bob Larkin, to name just a few. Most of the time it 


takes just a brief moment of reflection to gather my thoughts on any particular 


artist, but this time I’m experiencing a sense of intimidation as my admittedly 


fannish admiration and professional awe of Sanjulian’s work has elevated him to my 


Mount Olympus of fantasy artists. There are many talented painters scaling the cliffs, but 


it’s a mythic summit that very few have ever reached. Frank Frazetta, James Bama, Boris 


Vallejo and Jeffrey Catherine Jones are several whose membership cannot be denied, and 


Sanjulian unquestionably stands right there amongst them. 


I first became aware of Sanjulian’s work, as most of my 
generation had, on the covers of Warren Publishing’s family of 
horror magazines: Creepy, Eerie, Vampirella and the crown jewel 
of the line, Famous Monsters of Filmland. At 12 years old, I was 
an aspiring comic book artist who was weened on a steady diet 
of Marvel, DC and Gold Key comics. I had decided at that time 
that I was going to become the next John Buscema, who is one 
of the best draftsmen my industry has ever seen. The desire to 
paint had never consciously occurred to me, but in hindsight all 
these many years later I realized that I actively sought out those 
magazines every month not only for the amazingly detailed, 
illustrative art inside them, but also because of the amazing 
cover art. Sanjulian’s paintings seemed to breathe with a life of 
their own, painted in a classical style that I had never seen in 
relation to genre art before. The textural quality and realism 
looked more akin to works I had seen in books and museums 
and seemed “too sophisticated” for mere comic magazines. 
Sanjulian was a monumental discovery for me, and through the 
creator biographies that sporadically appeared in the magazines 
I learned that he hailed from Barcelona, Spain where he studied 
classical painting before embarking on a commercial art career. 
It all started to make sense as to why his worked seemed so much 
more refined than what I was accustomed to seeing. Whether it 
be an ominous figure holding his own head beside a guillotine, 
an axe wielding Santa Claus emerging from a chimney after 
“presenting” an unfortunate young lady with the business end 
of the blade or the myriad vampires, werewolves, witches and 
demons that gallivanted across the covers, under Sanjulian’s 
masterful brushwork they all seemed alive and to look as you 
had always imagined they would. And despite the subject matter, 
they were beautiful paintings. The occasional Vampirella cover 
was always a treat because that was the regular domain of fellow 
countryman, the equally mesmerizing Enric(h). 


I continued to be spellbound by his Warren art all 
through high school, and when I finally graduated, influenced 
in great part by Sanjulian’s work I finally made the decision to 
pursue painted cover art. After several years of practice and a 
decent amount of published work under my belt I felt confident 
enough to approach Warren Publishing, but much to my chagrin 
they were just about to cease publication of all of their titles. 
To this day the biggest lament of my career is that I never was able 
to become part of the artistic pantheon of Warren Publishing. 
To have shared cover duties under the same banner even once 
with Sanjulian would have been a dream come true and made me 
feel as though I had reached a prestigious plateau. 


I didn’t see any more Sanjulian art for years after 
Warren folded. He was busy painting paperbacks and such, but 
I was regrettably unaware. I found like-minded people who 
appreciated his work as much as I, but the Warren books seemed 
to be forgotten by most. I eventually cut up most of mine to create 
reference files of artists I admired, and I kept every Sanjulian 
cover. I still have that folder! I studied those covers ad infinitum, 
but try as I may I could not understand how he did what he did. 


It wasn’t until many years later, thanks in great part 
to the advent of the internet and a trading card set produced by 
Michael Friedlander at FPG Publishing in 1994, that I once again 
began seeing Sanjulian art that was totally new to me, including 
the scores of book covers I had missed. I had learned that he was 
actually painting private commissions for people and through my 
friend Michael purchased a recreation of his famous Vampirella, 
Queen of Hearts cover. I think that may have been the very first 


time I'd seen an original Sanjulian painting, and it was a revelation! 


The main thing about his work that is not readily 
discernible on the printed page is his paint application. Layer 


upon layer of oils that give a depth and dimension to his 
paintings and imbue them with life. The paint is also applied 
in most instances with a heavy application that is more 
roughly modeled than softly blended, leaving the work with a 
vitality that would otherwise be brushed away. It takes years 
of experience and complete confidence in your own abilities 
to be that controlled. In recent years I’ve tried to incorporate 
that confident, spontaneous paint application in my own work, 
but with admittedly much less success. His color sense is also 
something I have found to be unique to him and something that 
helps to make his work instantly identifiable. Having studied his 
work for decades I’ve noticed a transition from a more classical 
and subdued, sometimes monochromatic palette to a brighter, 
more experimental one bordering on an almost graphic design 
approach used in many of his current commissions (there is no 


one who can utilize an orange and green palette like Sanjulian). 


Many years ago I found a beautiful art book aptly 
called “Sanjulian”, produced in 1985 by French publisher Glénat 
that opened my eyes to the true breadth of Sanjulian’s talent. I 
quantified him earlier as a fantasy artist, but the truth is that he is 
equally adept at depicting any subject or genre; people, animals 
(whether real or imagined), western, horror, science fiction & 
fantasy or crime noir and romance. His historical paintings are 
so well researched and realized that they can transport you to 
the appropriate period with just a glance. 


One aspect of his work that is often overlooked is 
his mastery of montage illustration. They are some of the most 
difficult compositions for an artist to create. Where the attempts 
of lesser talents would result in a jumbled, unreadable mess 
Sanjulian instinctively knows how to focus the viewer through 
composition and color regardless of the number of elements 
involved. Another is his remarkable ability to capture an accurate 
likeness, one of the most dauntingly difficult tasks for many 
an artist. Whether it be Humphrey Bogart, Ray Harryhausen, 
Marilyn Monroe or the entire family of Universal Monsters, his 
likenesses are always dead on perfection. 


I’ve proudly owned more than a few Sanjulian 
originals in the years since I commissioned that first Vampirella, 
and I still learn something new from them every time I pass the 
ones hanging in our home. I’ve also had the honor of meeting 
him on several occasions at conventions we had both attended, 
and found him to be a truly gracious man. The greats always are. 
I was also flattered that he knew of me and my work. Ironically, 
despite missing my window of opportunity all those years ago, 
after Warren closed up shop the properties ended up in the 
hands of various publishers and Vampirella became a character 
with which I’ve had a decades long association. At our very first 
meeting both Sanjulian and Esteban Maroto, another absolutely 
brilliant Warren artist, told me how much they liked my work 
and considered me their “next generation.” To be told this by 
an artist whose work helped form the foundation of my career 
is humbling, especially since I still hang his art as a constant 
source of inspiration. The full circle traversed from being that 
12-year-old boy who marveled at Sanjulian’s work to becoming a 


friend and peer (who still marvels at his work) is one of the most 
fulfilling and surprising developments of my career. 


This is a book that is so very long overdue. While a 
treasure for Sanjulian fans, the Glénat book is the only major 
collection his of work, but it is decades old, was never published 
in English and has been very hard to find. He has produced such 
an amazing body of work in the years since, from collections of 
brilliant Robert E, Howard and Edgar Rice Burroughs plates, 
movie concept designs, book covers and countless incredible 
private works and commissions that most people have never 
seen. I know that I will not be putting this book down for a very 
long time and will be marveling at the incredible talent of one of 


our industry’s greatest talents for many years to come. 


While I know his fans will love this book, I envy those 
who have never seen his work before as they are about to be 
transported for the very first time into a world they could never 


have imagined. 


I remember that feeling well.

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ANJULIAN (Manuel Pérez Clemente) was born in Barcelona on June 30, 1941. 
Although his teachers noticed his talent for drawing early on, since he was very 
young he wanted to become a merchant marine. A military career was the family 
tradition; his father and grandfather were both marines. After finishing secondary 


school, he was able to support himself throughout his nautical studies by drawing. 
He soon realized that he spent more time drawing than on studying to be a marine. In 1958, at 18 years old he decided once 
and for all to dedicate his life to art. He submitted portrait drawings of actors to several film distributors and obtained 
his first jobs in film advertising for 20th Century Fox in Barcelona (Hispano Fox Film). Two years later he began to get 
seriously interested in drawing and painting. Finally convinced, in 1961 he enrolled inthe Royal Catalan Academy of Fine Arts 
of Saint George (in Barcelona). At the same time he was working for an illustration agency, Selecciones Ilustradas. 
He contributed to magazines from the Nordic countries (Net Dye) and illustrated covers for detective and western stories 
all throughout Europe. 

Interested in the U.S. market, and with 10 years of preparation mostly in the Western genre, he sent samples of his 
work to Warren magazine and Dell Publishing. He obtained commissions from both publishers, and signed his first contract 
with Dell for one year. 

In 1971, his contributions to Warren (Creepy, Eerie and Vampirella) became more regular. The following year, 
apart from his interest in fantasy, he was known for his work in the alternate history genre. He worked for all of the important 
New York publishers: Avon, Warner, Bantam, Signet, etc. 

He is a member of the Society Of Illustrators of New York, and has won various prizes, but the best prize of all is 
that people write him constantly in recognition of his work. Although naturally his most fervent admirers are Americans, 
followers throughout the world collect his reproductions. 

Collectors of comic book characters (Batman, Red Sonja, Vampirella, etc) or famous actors request drawings from 
Sanjulian, in the style of oil painting or pencil drawings. Throughout his professional career he has also collaborated on 
projects such as The Empire Strikes Back, and he did the cover art for the DVD release of THX 1138. He always seeks to 
give seriousness and dignity to his work, and he is inspired above all by the oil painting technique of the master of masters, 
Velazquez. During the “70s, ‘80s, and ‘90s he worked in all genres, even working on the bestsellers The Name Of The Rose and 
Tirant Lo Blanch. Although photography and computers gained prominence, his work remained steady. His most popular 
genre, which has remained strong even with its ups and downs, is the Fantasy genre. Swords and sorcery, mysterious and 
heroic tales are his favorites. He’s not interested in digital art himself, although he admits that it’s the way of the future. 

Traditional art methods such as painting, watercolor, pastels, oil painting, etc., will never die and will always be 
around. Sanjulian has spent his life using traditional methods and he’s always learning. He’s also conscious of the fact that 
pictorial art has powerful rivals (Photography/Computers) but thinks that students should work in traditional art forms 
because they’re timeless and they transcend commercial interests. 

He currently works on commissions for collectors. He is married with two sons, and lives in Sitges, Barcelona.
